When making his announcement 
as to the opening of the London 
loan market, Mr. Churchill] 
emphasised that the wisdom of 
restoring the gold standard had 
been exemplified by the pact thut 
in the middle autumn drain, 'the 
most difficult time of the year, the 
Bank rate wis lower than in 1913, 
but such a great change necessitat- 
ed delicacy of judgment at every 
step.- They had to bear in mind ‘not 
only the desirability. of removing

After announcing the immediate 
removal of the embargo, he anid 
tre old, full freedom of the market 
would be ‘restored to the City.

Enquiries 
revealed the algrming fact that a 
Malay, armed with a big knife t- 


}was rushing about, stabbing every- 


one within his’reach, Captain 
MeDonald was informed of the 
affair and hastened to. the lower 
deck and closed with the Malay, 
who slashed. him in the, abdomen. 
His death was instantaneous, 

The chief engineer was the next 

officer «stabbed ‘but despite his 
serious wound went-to the engine- 
yoom and ordered-the ship to be 
turned back. Later the police 
boarded the vessel and were com- 
pelled to shoot the Malay to contral 
the situation. 
_ The body of Captain ‘McDona'd 
was then taken ashore, His 
funeral took place to-day and waa 
largely attended. The affair has 
created a tremendous sensation 
here. : :
